Having followed all the hints and tips laid 
before you in this eres of articles you must 
now have in front of you a copy of your very 
first amateur magazine (I hate that silly word 
“fanzine.”) So this is what they mean by bliss? 
What & feeling of achievement. The end of the 
road at last? 

Well not quite, there's still a litte bit more 
to be done yet. At the moment you only have 
one “master” copy of your magazine. How are 
you going to got lots of people to read at? 
Ermimim... good question 

Vel you coud invite all your subscribers to 
come round to your house and read it, but 
that's a bit of a long-winded way of doing i 
and your Mum might pot be too chuffed about 
having a load of strangers tuming up on her 
doorstep every month 

It might be a slightly more sensible idea to 
get a few copies made and send them to your 
subcribers’ houses instead. 

These final two parts of the publishing 
equation are called “Printing” and 

“Distribution.” Beileve it or not, negotiating 
these final two hurdhes is harder than anything 
previously covered in this series. Well you 
woukin't expect it to be oasy, would you? No, 
of course not, otherwise we'd all be successful 
and dig™ustingly wealthy magazine publishers, 
just like Future Publishing. 


S here We area at last (yes, we've dome 


Printing 

The first thing tO note about getting copies of 
your magazine printed is that... you don't 
Nope, unless you ane going to be turning out 
lange numbers of the magarine it is mot eco- 
pomically viable lo go to 4 printing works 


Don't panic! 

This is great stuff, An artide about printing 
and distribution that starts off by tolling you 
Liat you cant afford to get pour creation print- 
ed. So how can you get some copies mate, 
thereby sparing your mother some unsolicited 


and unnecmssary house quests? By photocopy: 
ing, it that's haw! 

Yes, I know that getting stuff photocopied 
in a High Sireet shop is tear jerkingly expan- 
sive (10p per Ad sheet? Ouch), but you don't 
have to get it done there. Think about it for a 
minute — you musi know someone who has 
socess to a photocopier, What about your 
Mum? Yes! There is a photocopier in her office 
at work, Pethaps she might have a word with 
her boss about using it for your copying. Don't 
forget to remind her what the alternative ts. 

As a last resort you could ask around the 
High Street shops and see if you can get a 
good price. A very good price for double sided 
Ad photocopying is around 4p per street... 
Weill, there's no harm in asking. 


Collating the mag 

This is a goody. Collation is the name given to 
the process of putting the newly-photocoplad 
pages of the magazine in the comrect numerical 
order and then stapling (or sticking) them 
together. It sounds a fairly innocuous task but 
it Can prove to be as boring as being forced to 
listen to Vogon poetry, 

® The best possible scenario could be: You 
have just retumed from your local photocopier 
Gutching the six copies of the first 6-page 
issue of pour magazine (that’s 48 pages of hot, 
Steaming A4.) You have to tum these 48 shoots 


into six sensibly sequentially ordered issues of 
your first magazine. Fortunately, you have 
opted to use an A4 magazine format using 
single-sided photocopying. You intend to stack 
Lie issue's pages in numerical order and then 
staple them together on the left-hand mangin 

Easy peasy lemon squeezey! It will take 
you twenty minutes at the most. Collation, a 
probiem? More like a piece of cake 
® The worst possible scenario could be: You 
have just retumed from your local photecepter 
chutching the six hundred copies of the first 40- 
page issue of your magazine (that's 6,000 
pages of hot, steaming AS.) 

Unfortunately, you have opted to use an A4 
magazine format using double-sided photo 
copying on AS sheets, folded in two and sta- 
pled together in the centre (known as saddle 
stitching) in the same way that this issue of 
Amstrad Action is presented. 

You have to tum this pile of gently steam- 
Ing sheets into a hundred sensibly sequen: 
Wally ordered issues of your first magazine 
You've gotta talk ninaly to your Mum, coos shes 
going to have to write a note so's you can have 
at least a day off school 


Printing costs 

Gotling your magazine printed by a pnnting 
works is the ultimate method of duplication. 
Dait the cost is dependant upon the numba of 
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copias that you want made (or, if you want the 
technical term, “the size of the print run”). The 
general rule to remember io that the greater 
the number of coples you, order the cheaper 
the unit cogt will Ee, 

For oxample, having made some enquinas, 
[ found that one firm quoted 4 price of £172 to 
doa print run of 60 copies of # 40-prege maga: 
zine. This means that it coms you £3.46 for 
each copy. If you want 100 copioe the cost is 
E244, which means tho unit cost has dropped 
to £2.44 to produce. When you get to ordering 
600 copies the cost is £306 and the unit cost 
has dropped to 79 ponce, and by ihe time you 
aro asking for o thousand copies, Lhe unit cost 
is only 60 pence each and the overall bill will 
be £0 

Photecopying lho same 40-page magazine 
would cost 76 pence pear unit regardless ol 
whether you orderod 50 or 1000. With the aid 
of a tattered bit of graph paper, a slide rule and 
an oki O-level mathe text book | have been 
able to predict thal getting your magazine 
printed would only make economic sense 
when your print run increased to around 600 
copies 

Having said all this, there aro several great 
advantages of going to a printing works. 
1} They have a machine that can collate and 
staple the mag for you sutomatically, Deeply 
marvelous news if your print fun is anything 
over 100 copies. 
2) The quality of the final reproduction js of a 
higher standard (and is more consistent) than 
that produced by photocopying 
3) Uf you have to resort to printing you can at 
least pat yourself on the back because your 
magazing is well on the way to becoming 
"Well Wicked” (with a capital Whulh!) 


Distribution 

Once again this aspect of producing 4 maga 
Tine is one that you won'l encounter unt your 
circulation figures become quite large (why are 
they paying mé to write about Printing and 
Distribution when all | am telling you is that 
you can't do either?) 

In that meMaintime, you will have to rely upon 
Hor Majesty's Post Persons to take the copies 
of the Magazine to your subscribers. 

The reality of this situation means that 
every month you will have to go to your local 
Past Office and buy the appropriate number of 
Flimps and get licking. Ol course, before you 
do this it would be a good ides if you want and 
bought the appropriate number of appropriate- 
sized envelopes on which to stick Lhe stamps 

The ony Otel mews abort this situation is 
that when your circulation gets to around 1,000 
you can ask your local Sorting Office to come 
and oodlect Lhe envnopes when they are roady 
You pay the Post Office a chaque for the equiv: 
alent number of stamps, and they take them 
away and frank them for you 

Doesnt sound a lot of help, but consicer 
the facts. Even if you could lick’n’stick a stamp 
Cah sh en yeione: at an avetage rate of one every 
five secomds (very quick) It would take you one 
hour 23 and half minutes to complete 1,000 
envelopes 

A word of warming, here. If your circulation 
figure is fairly large then dont buy your 
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envelopes from a retail outlet. Get them from a 
stationery wholesale dealer instead. Pick up 
your local copy of Yellow Pages and find the 
nearest one, qo and see them, tell them what 
You ane doing and explain that you Want to 
"buy" at “trade” prices. 

Point out to them that if your magazine 
really doos take off in a big way, you will (ol 
course) still be buying your envelopes from

BEGINNERS’ CORNER 


atabases are extremely useful ways of storing 
information about people or objects or facts. 
With a database you can noi only organise the 
information efficiently, you can access it very 
quickly, basically by ‘searching’ your records for 
names, dates, objects eic. 

In fact, databases are possibly one of the most 
imporiant business applications of computers. 
They can range in size from a small system running 
on one computer = 4 builder keeping a record of all 
his clients, perhaps — to vast and Complex net- 
works of terminals, all connected to a single 
mainframe machine, as used by building societies 
and banks. 





How a database is structured 
You can think of your database as being like a box 
full of record cards. In computing terms the box is a 
File’; each card is a ‘Record’, each Record con- 
laine ‘Fields’ where specific pieces of information 
are entered. 

in the case of RAIBASE and DATAFILE, you 
Stari off by creating a New File. When you do this 
you are asked to enter ihe number of fields (the 
number of items of information you want on each 
record) and ihe maximum field jength [ii you maxe 
this no longer than necessary it cuts down on the 


| final file size and the disWRAM space if takes up). 


So if you were compiling a list of your friends’ 
names, phone numbers and addresses, you'd need 
one field for their names, one for phone numbers 
and, say, six for their addresses (if you're going to 
put streets, lowns etc on different lines. 

How about the maximum field length? Well, 
how long do you think the longest line Is going to 
be? 20 characters? Right, enter 20. 

Next you're asked to name each field. This will 
give you a useful reminder when you come to input 
your records as to what goos where. Why not call 
Field 1 ‘Name’, Field 2 ‘Telephone’ and the rest 
‘Address’, 

Once you've done that you go back to the main 
menu. Now you can start adding records. When you 
sdlect this option the screen displays a blank copy 
af the card you've just created, on which you can 
type in all the relevant information. Want to enter 


| another record next? Go ahead. Alternatively, you 


may want to save these records as you go along, in 
which case go back fo the main menu and select 


| ihe Save option before you continue. 


When you Save, all the cards (records) you've 
typed in are saved as one file, When you Load ina 
File (again, from the main menu) ihe program 
copies in another batch of Records. 50 you might, 


for example, have a file of all your friends names 
and addresses and another (using a different style 
of card, maybe) for your collection of Amstrad 
games — how much they cost, when you bought 
them, what you thought of them and so on. 


Room in the RAM? 

Where DATAFILE and RAMBASE differ is that 
DATAFILE is cesiqned to work on machines with 
only 64K of memory. RAN BASE, however, uses the 
extra E46 of 178K Gmstrads to store database files 
of any Size in the machine's own memory, making It 
very much faster to use. 


The options 

Both OATAFILE and RAMBASE offer lots of fea- 
tures, including the ability to alter existing records, 
change field names, search files for particular 
words, brovrse through your files, sort your records 
and print them out, 

RANMBASE, however, does a few more things. 
ts Disk Utilities option lets you calalogue and erase 
liles on your disks without even leaving the pro 
gram. It will also let you merge files, delete records, 
delete fields anc change field lengths in existing 
Records. 


Which files on the covertape? 
DATAFILE works a6 a stand-alone program on both 
64K and 129K machines. RAMBASE, however, con- 
sists of three different files: RALIGASEZ.BAS (the 
programm itself), RAMBASE.DOC (the Help file 
accessed from the main menu) and R202.6A5 (a 
short program for those wiih two disk drives}. You 
will algo need to copy BANKMIAN.BIN from the 
Utilities disks that came with your 6125 onto the 
disk, since RANIBASE uses this program.

(machine code) programming for beginners. Over the 
next few months you will learn how to write well structured 
and mega fantastic assembly code. Who knows? You may 
well he writing games for Ocean before long!

And just to show you how painless machine 
code can be, we are going £0 start off by writing 
a sitiple assembly program to print a character 
onto the screen, Nothing amazing about that, 
but after messing around with it and having 
some fun you'll look forvrard to part to of this 
series for more startling stuff. 

So, read your assembler instructions and 
let's qet down and boogie... 

Type in the program into your assembler in 
the aporopriate way (the instructions will tell 
you how) and assemble it. Now execute the pro- 
gram by CALL 30000 from BASIC. Wow! Ir 
prints the letter "4" on the screen.

WHAT IS MACHINE CODE? 


The 280 microprocessor Is a chip (no, nol made o! 
potato) mace of plastic, silicon and who knows 
whal else which is the brams of your Amstrad. The 
machine code numbers are inshructions (like PRINT 
in BASIC) which the machine understands. 

Thes is quite different to the language we're all 
familiar with - BASIC. BASIC is an interpreted lan- 
guage. Whal thal means is thal it can lake 
instructions ordinary human can undersiand and 
type in, and then converts them into a form the elec- 
tronic chippery inside your Amstrad can follow. 

The trouble is that while BASIC is easy (well, 
easier) 16 follow, it’s also rather slow and inefficient. 
Ths means thal although you can program games 
and serious programs in BASIC, they ll take up 
more disk Space, look worse and run slower than if 
you program the hardware directly. 

Thal's where machina code comes in. 
Compared to BASIC il's just a jumble of numbers 
and weird instructions, but with the help of this 
series it will all siarl to make sense... 

Machine code is not actually that difficull to 
grasp, and il offers lots of advantages: 


® Well written code is generally much faster than 





a BASIC routine designed to do the same thing. 


@ Various netarious operations can be carried oul 
which are impossible in other languages, such 
as split mode displays and speech synthesis. 


@ Code generally occuples less memory thana 
BASIC routine. 


HOWEVER, machine code is difficull to understand 
and debug (don't worry about thal) and many 
Instructions are needed to carry out a simple rou- 
tine, like printing a string of characters onto the 
screen. 

Nevertheless, machine code is far better than 
any other language - but how do we program in 
machine code? The simple answer is that we don't. 
Instead, we program in something called assembly 
language. 

Assembly language Is used (only nutlers use 
machine code directly) fo make programming in 
machine code thal litte bil easier, Assembly uses 
mnemonics, which are simple memory aids, to help 
us remember the various instructions. 
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BASIC, don't you believe it. Writing code that 
way is a nightmare! it's so difficult it's practi- 
cally impossible for a program of any complexity 
al all 


Fundamentals 
You may recall that | was waffling on about the 
accumulator, well now it's time for explana- 
Tons 

The Z80 contains various registers (they 
have the same funcdon a3 variables in BASIC) 
ywhere dala can be stored. However, in machine 
code registers are in quite short supply com- 
pared with EASIC. Most machine code 
instructions use these registers and the one 
which gets the most bashing is the accumula: 
tor. The accumulator can hold a number in the 
range of 0 to 255. In our machine code listing LD 
4,65 ‘LoaDs' the number 65 into the accumula 
tor 

The other registers are B,C, D, E, H and L 
These registers, ike the accumulator, are only 
capable of staring a number from 0 to 255, 
known 25 an 8-bit number. Many of you may be 
thinking,‘what ahout numbers higher than 255? 
Well, we can pair the above registers together 
to get these registers: BC, DE and HL. These 
can deal with numbers from 0 to 65535, known 
as 16-bit numbers. There are a few more spe 
cialist reqisters which [ will leave for the Ume 
being, so that you can get a basic understand. 
ing of ali the principles I am outlining here. 

if all this seems a bit bewildering, don’t 
vrorry, all will become a jot clearer when we put 
these recisters inte action with some serious 
cade, code which will make you shiver, code 
which will blow your chips wide open, code 
which wi. 


Register loading 

H you refer back to our machine code listing, 
you will see the instruction LD 4,65 which 
loadis the accumulator with 65. This type af 
loading is called immediate addressing. This 
type of addressing not oniy applies to the A reg- 
ister (accumulator) but also to all of the other 
single registers. Thus, the LD instruction gener 
ally looks like this"

The instruction INC 1 is a very simple 
instruction. It increases the value held in an 6- 
pit register by one, where ris thé register.

Thus A now 
hokis the value 66 which, i ASCII, is the letter 
B. CALL &BRSA prints the contents of A as a 
chracter on the screen.
